

WINDRUSH DAY FUND 


INDRUSH 
community groups 
across the borough 
are being encouraged 
to apply for funding for small 
projects to celebrate Windrush 
Day on 22 June. 

Last month, the Council was 
awarded £10,000 from the 
Government’s Windrush Day 
grant scheme to help educate, 
commemorate and celebrate 
the outstanding contribution 
of the Windrush generation 
and their descendants. 

Hackney’s fund will see a 
celebration for Windrush elders 
take place at Stoke Newington 
Town Hall, an intergenerational 
Caribbean baking project for 
elders and young people, and a 
cricket tournament. 

Some £4,000 of that funding 
is also being made to Hackney’s 
community groups, which can 


apply for up to £400 for a project 
or event around one of the 
themes established by Hackney’s 
Windrush steering group. 

These are: food, arts and culture, 
sports, style and hair, economic 
well-being, entrepreneurship 
and finance, housing, work 
and employment, civil rights 
and civic engagement. 

Cllr Carole Williams, Cabinet 
Member for Employment, Skills 
and Human Resources, said: 
“Hackney has a large Caribbean 
population, and as such we 
welcome the chance to offer 
these grants to fund grassroots 
community events to celebrate 
and commemorate the borough’s 
Windrush generation, as well as 
educating the wider community 
and young people on the 
importance of this community’s 
contribution to British life.” 

The MV Empire Windrush, 


which docked at Tilbury in June 
1948, was the first ship to bring 
Commonwealth citizens from 
the Caribbean to the UK, to help 
rebuild Britain after the Second 
World War. 

Under the current Government’s 
‘hostile environment’ policies, an 
estimated 50,000 people faced 
the risk of deportation if they had 
never formalised their residency 
status and did not have the 
documentation to prove it. 

On 3 April, the Government 
announced it will pay up to 
£200 million in compensation to 
people whose lives were damaged 
by the Home Office’s mistaken 


classification of long-term British 
residents as illegal immigrants. 

Cllr Williams said: “Though it 
has taken far too long to get 
to this stage, it is reassuring that 
the Windrush compensation 
scheme appears to have no cap, 
and right that the Home Secretary 
is talking in terms of aiming to 
‘right the wrongs’ of a ‘terrible 
mistake that should never 
have happened’. 

“We now need clarity that 
the scheme will be simple, 
reasonable and transparent, with 
allocations that fully redress 
the damage caused by such 
inhumane treatment.”

N EW Council rules 
are set to safeguard 
offices in areas 
like Shoreditch’s 
Tech City, Dalston and 
Hackney Central from 
being turned into poor- 
quality, unaffordable 
housing after Government 
ministers refused to extend 
protections for businesses. 

The rules, approved by 
the Council’s Cabinet on 
25 March, will mean any 
proposals to convert offices 
into homes will have to 
go through the normal 
planning process, rather 
than using Government- 
imposed loopholes to 
bypass it completely. 

In 2013, after 
successful Council 
lobbying, Hackney’s 
town centres were given 
a special exemption from 
Government planning 
changes called ‘permitted 
development rights’. 

Without the exemption, 
these rules would have 
meant developers no longer 
needed to apply for planning 
permission for conversions 
from an office to a 
residential use, or provide 
any affordable housing, 
contribute to school places 
or fund local facilities. 

Ministers have refused 
to extend the exemption 
granted in 2013 after it 
expires in May, which 
is why the Council has 
brought in its own rules, 
called an Article 4 Direction. 

A Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors report 
last year revealed that office- 
to-residential conversions 
were producing ‘extremely 
poor-quality housing’, with 
just 30 per cent of homes 
meeting national space 
standards, while the Town 
and Country Planning 
Association has called the 
conversions ‘slums’. 

Last month, the Housing, 
Communities and Local 
Government Select 
Committee recommended 
the Government should 
suspend permitted 
development rights.

Investment, said: “Ministers 
are ignoring the advice 
of councillors, MPs and 
businesses by continuing 
to support the unchecked 
conversion of office spaces 
in our town centres. 

“Where the Government 
is pulling the rug out from 
underneath Hackney’s 
businesses, we’re making 
sure the Council is stepping 


in to put it back. By using 
its own planning powers 
the Council can help protect 
the offices and workspaces 
along our high streets 
from the kind of rampant 
market-led development 
that chases short-term 
profits at the expense of 
quality and affordability.

The Council’s new 
policy follows specific new 
rules to force developers

groups in Dalston about 
rapid changes in the area.

O VER £750,000 

has been allocated 
to voluntary and 
community 
sector (VCS) groups. 

Last month, the Council’s 
Cabinet approved its new 
Voluntary and Community 
Sector Advice Grants, which 
protects the £770,000 fund 
allocated to independent 
advice services for residents. 

The advice grants are one 
part of the Council’s wider 
£2.6million community 
grants programme. 

They are allocated 
every two years through 
a competitive process 
that identifies which 
organisations will best 
meet the grant objectives. 

These are set out in the 
advice grant framework, 
which has been shaped 
by three years of working 
closely with voluntary 
sector partners to co-design 
an improved advice service. 

This work has helped the 
Council and local advice 
providers to understand 
how the current advice 
service system is working, 
and how it can be improved 
to deliver a service that 
better understands and 
meets the needs of residents. 

Cllr Caroline Selman, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Safety, 

Policy, and the Voluntary 
Sector, said: “We value 
the important role that 
advice services play in 
Hackney. That is why we 
have protected the advice 
grant budget and worked 
in partnership with advice 
providers over the last 
three years to co-design an

“While some 
organisations have been 
allocated a smaller share of 
grant funding this year, 
the recommended 
combination of providers 
will result in an updated 
service that better meets the 
needs of residents, delivering 
what matters to them.” 

Community chest grants 
are also available for local 
groups to deliver short 
term or one-off activities. 
Organisations can apply 
for up to £1,000 to deliver 


projects which contribute 
to the Hackney equality 
objective ‘to foster good 
relations by building a 
strong sense of community, 
neighbourliness and pride’. 

Applications are open 
until 12noon on 15 April.

“THE Empire 
closed its 

mahogany Edwardian doors 
for the last time for complete 
reconstruction. Its exterior 
was stripped of all classical 
detailing, the brick and stone 
was rendered over, its huge 
dome was removed, and a 
new cinema was built within 
the existing walls and roof - 
the Classic Cinema Dalston.” 

The ‘Ideal Kinema’ records 
that: ‘The exterior was 
streamlined into a fluted curved 
corner over the entrance with 
a massive 33ft-high metal sign 
lit by neon tubes advertising 
the building to Kingsland High 


style with sweeping lines, 
and the colouring is in a grey- 
blue and warm brown, and the 
seating a dark red, which is set 
off by red festoon tabs’.

“THE newly updated Classic 
Continental opened just in 
time to welcome the swinging 
sixties. With its newly 
refurbished interior, it was a 
huge success. But by the late 
1960s, it was programming 
mostly Hollywood titles, so the 
‘Continental’ in its title was 
quietly dropped.”

Kingsland Empire 
“CLARA decided to create a 
purpose-built cinema, closing 
The Palace in 1913 and 
replacing it with the very grand 
Kingsland Empire Cinema, which 
had seating for 956 and room for 
another 174 people to stand. 

“The Empire was a huge 
architectural statement on the 
high street, with its vast dome 
and two-storey arched window 
and ornate classical exterior in 
yellow London brick with stone

“DALSTON was a vibrant and 
affluent community, a short 
hackney-horse cab ride from 
the City,’’says Andrew. 

“Prussian emigre Clara 
Ludski, who lived with her 
cabinet maker husband 
Walter on Sandringham Road, 
realised the growing business 
potential of ‘moving pictures’ 
and employed local young 
architect WET rent to plan 
the conversion of her auction 
room at 105 Kingsland 
High Street into a 175-seat 
‘electric picture house’. 

“The Kingsland Palace 
was among the first full-time 
cinemas in London and was 
such a success that, in 1911, 
Clara expanded into number 
107, next door, doubling the 
capacity and renaming the 
cinema The Kingsland Palace 
of Animated Pictures.” 


T HE Rio has 

weathered so many 
ups and downs in 
cinema history,” 
says Andrew Woodyatt, 
its marketing and 
development manager. 

“It has been used as 
a bomb shelter in two 
world wars and has been 
continuously redeveloped 
and renamed. It even 
hosted adult striptease 
shows for a bit.” 

Today, however, the 
cinema in Kingsland High 
Street, E8, is at the centre of 
the community and there 
are two anniversaries to 
celebrate: it is 40 years since 
the cinema officially became 
a non-profit charity, and 
110 years since the very first 
cinema opened on the site. 

Andrew chronicles

detailing. It was also equipped 
with a luxurious tea room.” 

World War One was, 
however, underway: “The 
Kingsland Empire was able to 
use its large basement area 
as a shelter for customers and 
residents when bombing raids 
took place, and even advertised 
that it was ‘Zeppelin proof. 

This dubious claim came 
close to being tested with the 
nearest bombs landing in Stoke 
Newington and Shoreditch.”

“New high-tech boilers are 
also being installed next month 
to reduce the carbon footprint, 
and more green plans including 
swapping lighting for LEDs and 
aiming for zero to landfill with 
a progressive recycling policy. 
The Rio’s future is not only 
looking bright, but green.” 


“THE Rio was awarded Grade 
II listed status, following its 
painstaking refurbishment in 
its original Art Deco style, right 
down to matching the original 
paint colours and lighting.” 


“IN its new guise as The Dalston 
Tatler Cinema Club, the cinema 
operated as ‘cine variety’, as 
an adult porno/striptease/ 
burlesque house, in other words. 
Uncensored sexploitation 
films were shown as double 
bills and in between the features 
strippers took to .

“Conventional 
features still ran from 
Thursday to Saturday, 
though many parents 
refused to let their 
children go to the 
Saturday morning 
children’s club.” 


“THE Tatler signage came 
down and the cinema reverted 
to being the Classic Cinema 
Dalston with a new blue colour 
scheme externally.” 


It also became a champion 
of independent cinema and 
cult movies. 

“Community groups 
contributed to the programme 
so that the cinema soon 
appealed to a wide range of 
groups - Turkish film and 
Bollywood fans, a creche was 
set up to appeal to movie- 
loving mums, schemes 
were established to help the 
unemployed. It became the 
truly community cinema it 
remains today.”

“THE Ace Cinema, in Stoke 
Newington, finally gave up and 
their house cat Queenie was 
handed over to the Rio, where 
she lived out a very pampered 
and sedentary life terrorising 
the mice and customers alike. 

“Known as the ‘Rio Prowler’ 
she would leap unannounced 
onto customers laps during the 
film, in the hope of somewhere 
warm to sleep ortogaina 
morsel of food.”

STILL wouldn’t call 
myself an artist,” says 
Reuben Dangoor. “The 
art world has always 
been a difficult concept 
for me. It’s quite elitist, 
there are barriers to lots of 
people even enjoying art, 
let alone making it. Barriers 
to them going into a gallery 
and feeling welcome.” 

He may have to get 
comfortable with the term. 
After all, what else do you 
call someone who has had 
an exhibition at the Tate 
Britain in their 20s? 

Reuben was born in 
Hackney: “Mum was a 
bit of a hippie so she had 
me at home, just off the 
Chatsworth Road,” he says. 

His artistic parents 
encouraged him to draw 
and, he continues: “I was 
always at it. So it was a 
bit of a surprise for them 
when I said I wanted to 
study medicine.” 

Even more so because, 
at this point, Reuben was 
25, had finished school and 
was working as an editor in 
a fashion studio. “I really 
wasn’t enjoying it,” he says, 
“So I looked about for a job 
that was the polar opposite. 

I wanted to do something 
that would involve helping 
people, day in day out.” 

Medicine seemed the 
obvious choice. Except 
for one small problem. “I 
hadn’t taken chemistry or 
biology at A-level,” says 
Reuben, “So I had to go 
back to school to get them. 

I also spent six months 
volunteering in a hospital. 

It was... hard!” 

When he finally got 
accepted into medical 
school, you might imagine 
he was elated. “Everyone 
congratulated me. Older 


members of my family 
would say: ‘oh, your mother 
must be so proud’. But 
at the back of my mind, I 
already knew I was making 
a mistake. Being a doctor 
wasn’t the right path for 
me. As much as I wanted to 
help people, I couldn’t really 
be happy myself if I wasn’t 
doing something creative.” 

Luckily, fate intervened. 
“Me and a friend had made 
a video, just for fun,” he 


explains. “I was studying 
in Brighton, living in this 
basement flat with no 
internet and no phone 
reception when suddenly, 
the video went viral. Within 
a day of it surfacing, it 
was on the home page of 
YouTube. It was intense.” 

The video, ‘Being a 
Dickhead’s Cool’, parodied 
the hipster culture that was 
taking root in his childhood 
home and contained the 
immortal lines: ‘Taking 
pictures on London Fields, 


up on the blog so everyone 
knows, we’re having new 
age fun with a vintage feel’. 

Reuben says: “Ad 
agencies started calling me 
up, asking me crazy things 
like: can you do the same 
thing, but for a gambling 
company? It was silly, but it 
made me realise there could 
be a way of making a living 
from doing what I loved.” 

He abandoned his 
studies and sent some 
of his illustrations to the 
comedy team behind the 


mockumentary series 
‘People Just Do Nothing’. 
They liked it and, when 
the show moved from 
online to the BBC, Reuben 
started making promotional 
artwork for the series. 

Then the show’s creators 
were asked to host ‘Late at 
the Tate’, and mentioned 
Reuben’s artwork to the 
organisers. Which is how, 
in December 2015 and aged 
just 28, Reuben’s exhibition 
‘Legends of the Scene’ 
opened at the world-famous 
Tate Britain. 

As befits someone who 
takes issue with the elitism 
in the art scene, it was an 
exhibition that turned 
stereotypes on their heads. 

Modern grime artists 
were featured in the sorts of 


settings and poses usually 
reserved for the landed 
gentry. Skepta sat astride a 
horse. Wiley wore a suit of 
armour, Stormzy stood in 
a stately home. The show 
was a success and led to 
yet more opportunities; 
Stormzy asked him to 
design his upcoming tour; 
Reuben moved into music 
videos; his Instagram 
following mushroomed; 
and Jeremy Corbyn’s special 
adviser called, having seen 
Reuben’s illustration of the 
Labour leader dabbing. 

Last year, hundreds 
of football fans bought 
prints of his illustrations 
charting England’s World 
Cup journey. 

Reuben says: “My 
favourite thing is when 
people tell me it’s the first 
time they’ve connected with 
art, because it should be 
everyone, you know? 

“People have even got 
my work tattooed onto 
their bodies,” he laughs. 
“And obviously it’s very 
flattering but I also think: 
‘hold on! Are you sure 
you’re going to want that in 
20 years’ time?!”’ 

Despite his success, 
Reuben still works full 
time as a graphic designer. 
He says: “I work stupidly 
unhealthy hours sometimes, 
but my enthusiasm for an 
idea gives me the energy to 
carry on.” 

He makes much of his 
work digitally, on a Wacom 
tablet or an iPad Pro. 
Reuben says: “This new 
technology is amazing, it’s 
so responsive. 

“Kids can pick up an old 
tablet and make amazing 
things. They can get it out 
there via Instagram. The 
internet has democratised 
all creative industries. 

“Everyone has access to 
some form of tools now. 
Everyone has a voice. Sure, 
that makes the field more 
crowded, but it also leaves it 
wide open to anyone.”

B arbecue use 

in London Fields 
will continue to 
be suspended 
this year as a result of 
damage, high volumes of 
rubbish and increases in 
air pollution in the park 
during the summer. 

The increasing popularity 
of London Fields has led 
to a number of issues 
including scorched grass, 
high volumes of rubbish, 
noise and the use of sound 
systems, illegal trading, 
aggression and intimidation 
towards staff, and people 
urinating in public. 

The estimated cost of 
managing the park during 
the summer months has 
grown to around £200,000 
per year, including £90,000 


for extra parks and 
cleaning staff, £16,000 
to hire and empty bins, 
£60,000 for enforcement, 
£3,500 for fencing and 
£30,000 for cleaning. 

The Council monitored 
air quality in and near the 
park last year. The results 
show that barbecuing is 
likely to be having a negative 
impact on local air quality, 
particularly at weekends. 

On 87 per cent of the 
busiest days last summer, 
when residents reported 
high numbers of barbecues, 


levels of particulate matter 
exceeded the Very high’ 
Daily Air Quality Index 
criteria for one hour or 
more. The data suggests that 
barbecuing also resulted 
in longer periods (two or 
more hours) of Very high’ 
localised levels of particulate 
matter pollution. 

However, after 26 July, 
when barbecue use was 
suspended, short-term levels 
of particulate matter were 
far less likely to be classed as 
medium, high or very high. 

Suspension of barbecuing 


in London Fields will 
protect residents, park users 
and Council staff from the 
potential health effects of the 
smoke from barbecues and 
reduce the wider impacts 
that the barbecue area has 
had on the park. 

The Council will continue 
to monitor air quality and 
other issues in the park. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Deputy Mayor and Cabinet 
Member for Health, Social 
Care, Transport and Parks, 
said: “I want to welcome as 
many people as possible to 
our parks and green spaces. 

“We’re now asking 
people to bring a picnic 
instead of a barbecue so we 
can protect London Fields 
and its neighbours from 
unnecessary damage.” 


Nappy Bill launched to encourage use of real nappies 


A NAPPY (Environmental 
Standards) Bill was 
celebrated last month at 
a Hackney Real Nappies 
Network event at the 
Round Chapel in Clapton. 

The Bill is being 
brought forward by 
David Linden MP and is 
supported by local MP 
Meg Hillier and Cllr Jon 
Burke, Cabinet Member 


for Energy, Sustainability 
and Community Services. 

Alongside a system- 
wide change in nappy 
manufacture the Bill 
contains an incentive for 



local authorities to provide 
reusable nappy vouchers. 

Hackney Council is one 
of the few local authorities 
in the country to offer 
reusable nappy vouchers 
through the Real Nappies 
for London Scheme. 

Since 2007, real nappies 
have helped to avoid 
1,300 tonnes of disposable 
nappies in the borough. 


Parents who have chosen 
reusable nappies have also 
received £144,000, by 
claiming 2,666 real nappy 
vouchers, and collectively 
saved almost £l.5million 
through not buying 
throwaway nappies.

Two new Marshes litter pickers 

TWO extra members of staff have been employed on 
Hackney Marshes to tackle the increasing amount of litter 
left behind after weekend matches. 

Hackney Marshes has one of the biggest concentrations of 
pitches in Europe, with over 82 football, rugby and cricket 
pitches in the immediate vicinity. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet Member for Energy, Sustainability, 
and Community Services, said: “It’s simply unacceptable 
that the Marshes continue to be blighted by litter, 
particularly after football matches. As an interim measure, 
we’re employing extra staff to tackle the issue before 
developing a new approach aimed at delivering a 
sustainable solution for this problem.” 

The new staff are being funded by the Council and GLL, 
and will be employed from 11.30am until 2.30pm on 
weekends to pick litter. 

Clean Up Clapton art winners 

TWO Hackney schools have been awarded prizes for an art 
competition held during last year’s Clean Up Clapton event. 
Northwold Primary School, E5, was awarded best overall 
picture for their tapestry-style contribution, which included 
depictions of ideas for keeping the area clean. 

Three prizes and a trophy for best individual contributions 
went to pupils at Al Falah Primary School, E5 (pictured). 
Mohammad Abu Hussain, headteacher at Al Falah Primary 
School, said: “The children who received the certificate 
and vouchers for the competition have felt a great sense of 
achievement and in turn it has acted as a great source of 

encouragement 
for the rest of 
the students.”

100 new trees planted in parks 

ONE HUNDRED new trees have been planted across

and Springfield Park were among the 11 sites that have 
received a variety of trees. 

The planting included native trees such as English oak, 
field maple, birch and elm, as well as non-native trees 
such as walnut, zelkova, black pines and giant redwoods. 
Cllr Feryal Demirci, Deputy Mayor and Cabinet Member 
for Health, Social Care, Transport and Parks, said: “The 
trees we plant today 
will provide a healthy, 
beautiful environment 
now and for generations 
to come.”

• 370g melted butter 

• 325g dark chocolate 

• 170g plain flour 

•2 tsp baking powder 

• 10Og cocoa powder 
•Pinch of salt 

•6 eggs 

•550g golden caster sugar 

• Pinch of icing sugar to dust 

Method 

• Melt the chocolate and butter over a bain-marie 
until well combined and then remove from heat 

• Grease a baking dish with butter and then line 


with baking paper 

• Mix the flour, baking powder and cocoa 
powder (dry ingredients) together and put 
aside until later 

•Whisk the eggs and sugar together until well 
mixed and slightly pale 

•Slowly add the melted chocolate mix to the

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The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
